For Next U.S. 


Astronaut 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Th© 
spice 
agency 
an­ 
nounced today that astro­ 
naut Walter M. Schirra 
will fly around the earth 
as many as six times 
later this summer. 


Prev ious U.S. manned flights in 
orbit were limited to three or­ 
bits. 


D. Brainerd Holmes, chief af 
manned space flight programs of 
the 
National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space 
Administration 
(NASA), 
•aid “anything more than three 
orbits should be considered a 
bonus” from the standpoint of 
gaining 
information 
vital 
to 
future flights to the moon. 
A six • (Hint trip would {Hit 
Schirra down in the Pacific Ocean 
about 300 miles northeast of Mid­ 
way. This means NASA and the 
Navy and Air Force will have to 
mobilize a large recovery fleet 
and station it in the Midway re­ 
gion. 


Astronauts John H. Glenn Jr. 
and 
Malcolm 
Scott 
Carpenter 
landed in the Atlantic some hun­ 
dreds of miles southeast of the 
United States. 
Schirra, 39-year-okI Navy com­ 
mander, was backup pilot for the 
three-orbit flight made by Car­ 
penter May 34. Schirra* backup 
will be L. Gordon Cooper, 36- 
year-old Air Force major and the 
youngest of the seven Mercury 
astronauts. 


Schirra’s spacecraft, which he 
will name himself later on, now 
bears the prosaic designation No. 
IS. NASA said it will not have to 
be changed much for the more ex­ 
tended flight. 
A six-orbit flight would last 
nine hours, compared to about I 
hours and 56 minutes for the 
Glenn and Carpenter flights. 


Holmes said the actual decision 
as to the number of orbits Schir­ 
ra attempts will depend on many 
technical factors which will be 
studied up to and including the 
find few orbits. 


But he said NASA Administra­ 
tor James E 
Webb, who had 
leaned toward another three-orbit 
flight, had “authorized us to pro­ 
ceed with a maximum of six or­ 
bits.” 


Holmes said another three-orbit 
flight this year, before NASA 
goes to one-day missions in 1963, 
would “increase considerably our 
growing 
knowledge 
of 
space 
flight,” A tonger flight would pro­ 
vide a bonus of information on 
such things as the effect of 
weightlessness on astronauts

SHAPE’S Role 
Western Europe Is 
Most Influential

The growing prosperity and increasing stabil­ 
ity of Western Europe together with very obvious 
confidence in the future despite proximity to the 
Kremlin and its threatening roars are neither as 
accidental nor miraculous as they might appear. 
Actually the stage for what is happening now 
was set back in 1946 when Harry S. Truman, then 
president of the United States, literally kicked Rus­ 
sia out of Turkey and Greece as a prelude to the 
Truman Doctrine which guaranteed free Europe 
against incursions by the grab-happy Joe Stalin. 
This doctrine was the immediate forerunner 
of the Marshall Plan which energized a dozen Eu­ 
ropean country economies and got them perking 
toward recovery and the inspiration for NATO 
(North Atlantic Treaty Organization). 
NATO would hardly have been worth the paper 
work used in its creation without its military arm, 
which the then General Eisenhower worked at for 
a couple of years. The general did quite a job of 
it at the time and set the pattern for what since 
has become a formidable defense complex reach­ 
ing from Northern Norway down through Europe’s 
midriff south as far as Greece and Turkey. 
This beefed-up defense establishment is headed 
up by SHAPE—Supreme Headquarters of the Al­ 
lied Powers in Europe. 
Its supreme mission is two-fold: First, to pre­ 
vent war; second, to defend NATO, if attacked.

Thus, NATO is a direct derivative of the Tru­ 
man Doctrine. 
It may be said with equal authority that eco­ 
nomically-exploding Europe is a direct derivative 
of NATO and SHAPE plus, of course, the Marshall 
Plan. 
General Lauris Norstad, Commander-in-Chief 
of SHAPE, whose own mission seems nearly as 
much diplomatic as it is military, put it this way 
during a conference at SHAPE a few days ago in 
Paris: 
“The economic explosion is the result of West­ 
ern European as well as free-world confidence in 
Western Europe. Nobody in his right mind is going 
to invest talent and capital in a country unless he 
has confidence in that country and its future. 
“I think NATO has been the underlying reason 
for this confidence. 
“As the result of NATO’s defense and retalia­ 
tory capacity, the 15 NATO countries have confi­ 
dence in NATO and they have confidence in them­ 
selves. None of them shivers any more when the 
Kremlin barks. Three years ago Khrushchev start­ 
ed his threats against NATO members. The first 
threat was against Norway and it was promptly 
and firmly rejected. Last August Khrushchev tried 
the same tactic against Greece. The rejection was 
equally prompt and firm.”

General Norstad and members of his staff 
spent a greater part of a day talking with a group 
of American newspaper editors about SHAPE— 
its organization, its work, its mission, its capacity 
to stop a war before it starts, to limit enemy ac­ 
tion, to serve as a deterrent, or, if need be, mo­ 
bilize its entire might and throw it where it counts 
should the Kremlin mistakenly press the button 
on chaos. 
SHAPE isn’t kidding itself about the constant 
Russian threat. 
Col. John Parkinson dramatized this threat 
when he said the Soviet Union now has two and a 
half million men under arms with *20 divisions in 
East Germany, six divisions in Hungary and 74 di­ 
visions in Russia backed up by another 50, plus 
60 satellite divisions under Russian domination in 
behind-the-curtain countries. And, should emergen­ 
cy arise, Russia could quickly mobilize 140 addi­ 
tional divisions and partially trained men. 
Her armies are supported by an air force com­ 
prised of 7,000 all-weather fighters, 1,850 medium- 
range bombers, 150 heavy bombers and 3,000 naval 
aircraft — a total force which is basically jet 
with nuclear ability. Her sea-power is also strong, 
made up of 15 modem cruisers fitted for rockets, 
130 destroyers, 1,500 smaller craft and, significant­ 
ly, 400 submarines, 200 of which are ocean-going, 
some with missile capability and some atomic- 
powered. 
These are the factors favorable to Russia, 
Parkinson reminded. The negative factors are to 
be considered, of course. They are: 
^ 
1. Russia is a huge land mass surrounded by 
200 Allied air bases with every air field capable of 
handling jet planes. 
2. In an all-out attack on Europe, Russia would 
have to move through satellite countries whose 
communications and transport systems are far In­ 
ferior tq those of the West. 
3. Russia would be confronted by the biggest Al­ 
lied defense force in the history of the world in 
time of peace. 
Col. Allan Herzberg of NATO's air arm gen­ 
eralized on SHAPE’S capacity to strike back quick­ 
ly and effectively if need be by land, by air and 
by sea, but for obvious reasons SHAPE was keep­ 
ing its manpower and hardware statistics pretty 
much to itself. 
Needless to note, we suppose, that these statis­ 
tics cover a lot of defensive power including a half 
dozen kinds of missiles spread generously over the 
huge network of bases and a sufficient supply of 
nuclear warheads to meet any sudden crisis.

PITTSBURGH (UPI) - Thir­ 
teen convicts, protesting “cruel 
and 
inhuman 
treatment” 
by 
guards, defied prison officials to­ 
day from the catwalk of a water 
tower inside the grounds of West­ 
ern Correctional Institution. 
The demonstration began Mon­ 
day when inmate Robert Payne, 
28, climbed to the catwalk 80 feet 
above ground. The protest grew 
in 
proportions 
Tuesday 
night 
when a dozen fellow convicts elud­ 
ed guards and scampered up the 
tower ladder to join Payne 
From their lofty perch, the in­ 
mates displayed signs painted on 
bed sheets which read “help us” 
and “we are protesting brutal­ 
ity.” 
Prison officials made no con­ 
centrated effort to get the dem­ 
onstrators down. However, gun­ 
fire rang out in the prison yard 
Tuesday night when a group of 
prisoners broke from a recrea­ 
tion area and began running to­ 
ward the water tower. Six made 
it over a 10-foot high cyclone 
fence It was reported that three 
guards fired warning shots over 
the prisoners’ heads 
Top Official Arrive* 
While the demonstration con­ 
tinued. the state’s top prism of­ 
ficial arrived at the scene and 
met with the warden to discuss 
ways of getting the rqen down. 
A news conference was set for 
I SO p.m. EDT. 
Payne triggered the protest by 
scaling the tower after the nom 
meal Monday. He went without 


food and water for more than a 
day. 
The tower is! located at one end 
of the prison recreation yard. It 
overlooks the Ohio River and 
homes in an area that is described 
by police as a “tough section.” 
Payne, formerly of Washington, 
D C., attracted the attention (rf 
nearby residents by waving a 
white night shirt.
